In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 
1963) and with the sanction of Central Govern¬ 
ment under Sub-section (i) of Section 124 of that 
Act, the Board of Trustees’ for the port of Calcutta 
hereby makes the following regulations to amend 
the Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ (Other than 
Haldia Dock Complex) (Recruitment, Seniority 
and Promotion) Regulations, 1985. 

Short Title : 

1. These Regulations may be called the Cal¬ 
cutta Port Trust Employees’ (Other than Haldia 
Dock Complex) (Recruitment, Seniority and Pro¬ 
motion) Eleventh Amendment Regulations, 1993. 

2. This will come into force from the date of 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. In the Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ 
(Other than Haldia Dock Complex) (Recruit¬ 
ment Seniority and Promotion) Regulations, 
1985. 
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(A) Column 9(b) of Schedule ‘C’ relating to 
the post of Inspector of Accounts shall be substi¬ 
tuted as follows :— 

The words “Yes, relaxable upto Graduation 
in Commerce” will be substituted the 
word “No”. 

(B) Column 8 of Schedule ‘C’ relating to the 
post of Assistant Engineer shall be substituted as 
follows:— 

The words “Degree|Diploma in Civil En¬ 
gineering or equivalent” will be substi¬ 
tuted by the words “Degree in Civil En¬ 
gineering or equivalent”. 

Column 9(b) of Schedule ‘C’ relating to the 
post of Assistant Engineer shall be substituted as 
follows :— 

The words “Yes” will be substituted the word 
“No”. 

(C) Column 11 of Schedule ‘C’ relating to the 
post of Assistant Engineer shall be substituted as 
follows:— 

The words “By adjustment of Management 
Trainees | direct recruitment. 20 per cent 


of vacancies shall be filled by promo¬ 
tion from Class III Supervisory rank”’ 
will be substituted by the words “By ad¬ 
justment of Management Traineesl 
direct recruitment. 20 per cent of vacan¬ 
cies shall be filled by promotion from 
Class III supervisory rank holding dip¬ 
loma in Civil Engineering.” 

Note : The Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ 
(Other than Haldia Dock Complex) (Recruit¬ 
ment, Seniority and Promotion) Regulations, 1985 
were sanctioned by the Central Government and 
Published in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) 
dated the 30th December, 1985 vide G.S.R. No. 
945(E) of 30th December, 1985. First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh and Eighth 
Amendment Regulations were sanctioned by Cen¬ 
tral Government and published in the Gazette of 
India vide G.S.R. Nos. 917 f E) dated 9th Septem¬ 
ber, 1988, 647(E) dated 27th June.
